OWNER HEARTBROKEN. 


Brussels, Jan. 14. 

The lanzest German travelling 
circus, owned by ‘Herr F. M. 
Sarrasani and named. after him, 
was destroyed by fire last night 
in Berchem, a suburb of Ant- 
werp, shortly after the last 
visitor had left the big tent after 
the evening performance whiich 
had brought a record attend- 

ance. . 

Fanned by a high wind, the 
.fire spread rapidly, feeding on 
the inflammable material piled 
up everywhere and reaching fin- 
ally the fuel reserves which ex- 
ploded scattering burning gaso- 
line over a wide radius and giv- 
ing a fresh impetus to the blaze. 

The alarm was given imme- 
diately, and within a few min- 
utes the fire brigades of Ber- 
‘chem and neighbouring suburbs 
had arrived at the scene. The 
local garrison, too, was mobilised 
to assist in fighting the blaze. 
But their combined efforts prov- 
ed unsuccessful until the arrival 
of the Antwerp brigades which 
finally ucceeded..in, getting, the 
conflagration under conte: 

Animals Roasted, 

As far as is known, there was 
no loss of human life, though 
Many animals perished in the 
flames. These included fifteen 
of the largest elephants which 
sought to assist the firemen by 
stampinz out the flames and were 
trapped by the collapse of the big 
top.

CREOSOTE OIL FUEL 
- Criticised by a Motor 
Expert. x 4) 


Mr. 3. E. .Crooke, works mana- 
ger and. chief engineer of Cross- 
ley Motors, Ltd., In an addroas in 
Manchester to members of the In- 
stitute of Transport on, “The pos- 
sibilities of the Diesel engine for 
road transport,” referred to the 
use of creosote oil as fuel, which 
is to be experimentally used on'a 
few Salford ‘buses. : 

Mr. Crooke said there was no- 
thing new about the use of this 
fuel. It was used In cars as far 
back ‘as 1902, but engineers had 
always fought shy of: its adoption, 
fer petrol was used as wall as 
creosote, and the amount of petrol 
used varied in accordance with the 
type of route on which the 
machine operated.- The greater 
the number of stops, the higher 
the petro! ratio, which varied be- 
tween 60 per cent. petrol ‘and 7 
to 1. In a city Itke Manchester 
or Salford this ratio would ob- 
viously be high. 

In Belfast, where for some little 
time experiments had been carried 
out with creosote ‘and petro] as 
fuel, they were obtaining about 
8% miles per gallon with a single- 
deck omnibus, and it was found 
that the coat per mile was approx- 
imately .78d. With a compression 
ignition engine, the fuel cost of 
the double-deck *buses operating 
in Manchester worked out at .48d. 
per mile.

WHAT TO. DO ‘WHEN 
YOU WIN THE TOSS.. 


Vital Lessons for 
‘Captains.. - 


STUDY THE WICKET. 
"(By MEA. Noble 


“Janek Hobbs oncé ‘said “Give me], 


the captain who ‘can win the toas, 
especially in Australia." There is 
quite a lot to be said for his point 
of view, but that which counts moat 
is what to do after winning it. 

Of course given fine weather two 
or three days previously it does not 
require a genius to know what 
should be done. But there are times 
when a captain is not altogether 
displeaded if he loses {t because, 
the slightest error in judging, a 
difficult condition will lose the toss 
advantage: Hence we sometimes 
hear a captain say, “I don’t lmow 
whether I want to win the toss or 
lose it.” 

The recent game New South 
Wales v. Victoria was’ a case in 
point, Jack'Ryder, . the skipper, 
afterwards said he was not upset 
at-losing- the. togs, because ft was 
one of those occasions . when’ the 
wicket and the weather were un- 
certain. That, however, does not 
ocrur frequently. Wickots are gen- 
erally eagy to judge. 

Successful Plan. 

Early in the 1909 tour we had 
lost three matches against England, 
Surrey and M.C.C. in succession.

MORE 


ARE’ BUYING 
BOOKS 


THE SENSIBLE READING PUBLIC 
IS GROWING ALL THE TIME. 


By J. B. 


When they consider the present 
slute of the public purse neither 
publishers nor booksellers have a 

‘right to grumble. There seem 

tu have been more books than ever 
published this Autumn, and they 
have ‘been—and are being—hand- 
somely bought and sold. For good 
or ill, the. world is now a booky 
place. Even revolutions do not 
stop the fload of books, though they 
may change their nature, During 
the severest financial crises, it 
seems, books continue to be written, 
printed and sold. When money 
is tight the public very sensibly 
realises that books provide one of 
the very cheapest and most siatis- 
fying forms of entertainment. 

I used to think that America had 
a real book-buying public and that 

" Rritain had not. I know now 
that is a mistaken view. During 
the period of great prosperity 
the Americans had dollars to spnre 

. Tor books just as thay had dollars 
to spare-—millions of them—for 
cars and radio sets, The result 
wos that best-sellers there reach- 
ed fantastic figures. Then came 
the slump, and + those figures 
vanished, There was a landslide 
in the book trade over there. A 
fow years ago a very popular Eng- 
lish novelist expected to sell. at 
least twice as many copies in 
America as in Britain. Now he 
would think himself lucky if he 
sold the same number over there 
as in Britain, 

Genuine Book-Lovers, 

The. book trade ig still sliding, I 
eather, for I hear nothing but dull 
moans from American publishers. 
Whereas in Britain, though 
Twill admit there, haa not 
been auch =a dramatic —_ Joss 
of fortune on every side, books 
keep up their sales admirably, 
The fact is, I think, that the Eng- 
lish reading public ia loyal and a 
sticken’ When it has money in 
abundance it may not buy as gener- 
ously us {t might, but, on the other 
hand, it does not desert the book 
shops ina body at the first cry ‘of 
hard times. The English middle 
class—probubly the most over. 
taxed and Government-badgered 
class the civilised world has ever 
known—is at heart a genuine book- 
loving class, 

1 am not saying that it has a fine 
taste in literature or anything of 
that kind; I am simply saying that 
it likes books, must have them, and 
su is prepared’ to spend money on 
them even when money is anything 
but plentiful. 

Moreover, I believe that, in spite 
of counter attractions to books and 
bookishneas—the films( radio, cars, 
and such habits as hiking—the sen- 
ible reading public ig growing all 
the time. Consider the financial 
state of this country during the last 
few years, und then consider the 
turnover in books during this same 
period. That books should have 
been produced and sold in such 
quantities is an astonishing fact. 

What would happen if 
“really prosperous time ayain? 
Would there be a sudden tremend- 
ous boom in books? Or would

It is customary now to hurl. at 
the reader's head certain gigantic 
and complotely indigestible lists of 
books Suitable for gifts, If 1 had 
the energy to compile such a list, I 
would still refrain ‘from doing so. 
But { have plucked from my sholf 
a few books that are of the kind 
one gives away ag presents. I do 
not say they are the only ones— 
obviously they are not—nor do I 
say they are necessarily the best, 
‘but they all seem to me—as pcople 
say—a good buy. 

For a scholar 
recommend. the 
Press “Odyssey,” 
text down one side and Pope's 
translation’ down the other. This 
is a beautiful book, and when I say 
a beautiful book I do not mean an 
exquisitely ornamented but ‘com- 
pletely unreadable volume, but. a 
real book that happens to be plea- 
sant to handle and beautiful to look 
at. It is a fine thing to possess, 
and incidentally ought to prove a 
good investment, :

This gratifying news was an- 
nounced by Mr. M. G. J. McHafile, 
resident engineer of the’ new 
docks’ works at the annual din- 
ner of the commercial assistants 
department of. the Southern 
peuney Co., held at Southamp- 
on, i 

Mr. G. R. Newcombe, docks 
and matine manager, responding 
to the toast of “The: visitors,” 
said they had gone, out for new 
business and got it, and now were 
only hindered by the fact that 
the dock accommodation which 
was to be provided on the west- 
ern shore was not yet available. 
The company were in a position 
to partially fill the: new accom- 
modation when it was provided, 
and in that connection he hoped 
that the first berth would be 
ready to receive shipping in a 
few months. At the moment 
they had to resort to double- 
banking vessela in the existing 
dock estate. 

New traffic had been secured, 
as for example with Messrs. 
Elders and Fyffes, six of whose 
vessels were in the port, and 
with the Union Castle Line, 
whose intermediate vessels were 


| now calling. . 
It was a matter for ‘gratifica-|, 


tion, proceeded Mr. Newcombe, 
that in spite of the difficult times 
through which the country was 
passing they in Southampton had 
managed to hold their own.

King had vessels built for fighting 
only, instead of having ships adapt- 
ed for the purpose for the frequent 
naval fights of the period. Elizabeth 
greatly developed the galleon; and 
it was in her reign that brave and 
adventurous men set, out with 
tremendous courage in vessels in 
which people of to-day would hardly 
cross the Channel. The French in 
Stuart’ times were better shipbuild- 
ers; their frigates invariably out- 
sailed the British, 

Turning to merchant shipy, Mr. 
March described the romance of the 
great East Indiamen and the tea 
and woo] clippers, and said that the 
clippers, owing to their small carry- 
ing capacity, were uneconomical, 
and had to give way to four-masted , 
steel barques. Between 1850 and 
1870, he added, the sailing ship was 
at the height of her glory.
